By way of a " Christmas" present 
to the friends of the De TEpee memo- 
rial project, the Committee takes 
special pleasure in being able to an- 
nounce that the statue fund has 
passed the first $tooo mark— and 



in less than a year since systematic 
collections began. 

The work during the past year 
has been mainly preliminary and edu- 
cative. During the coming year 
the Committee will bend its ener- 
gies toward the extension of its 
field of operations. The project is 
popular, the responses are encourag- 
ing, and the future is bright for the 
success of the enterprise. 

The observance of De TEpee Day 
throughout the country was gratify- 
ing, as affording occasions- for plea- 
sant and profitable gatherings of 
the deaf, and also for furthering the 
statue project. 

The question has been asked : 
1 ' Should teachers and others, who 
are not deaf, be given an opportunity 
to contribute to the statue fund?** 

By all means. In soliciting funds 
for such a worthy project as the De 
FEpee memorial, the deaf and their 
hearing people alike, should be asked 
for donations. 

De V Epee was the first to establish 
the principle of the susceptibility 
of education and culture by the deaf. 
He opened a large and lucrative 
field of work for teachers and others 
blessed with normal hearing. 

The deaf, by education, have be- 
come self-supporting, law-abiding, 
respectable and respected members of 
society. There can be no reasou 
whatever for the friends of the deaf 
being denied the opportunity for aid- 
ing the cause. 

The Del' Epee memorial should, 
and does, appeal to the oralists as 
well as to the adherents of other 
methods of teaching the deafl De 
T Epee used speech for what it was 
worth, as a means of aiding the deaf 
to acquire such education as would 
be of the greatest possible service to 
them after leaving school. He was 
an open-minded, unbiased, and care- 
ful student, bent upon obtaining the 
best results along the most rational 
and practical lines. The fact that 
he gave preference to the combined 
system was because experience am- 
ply demonstrated the superiority of 
that system. 

In the light of history, teachers 
in all schools, and adherents of all 
methods of instruction, must admit 
that as a pioneer in the cause of educa- 
tion of the deaf, the services rendered 
by De FEpee are of inestimable value, 
and that the proposed memorial will 
be an evidence and a witness of their 
love, esteem and gratitude, as well 
as that of the deaf themselves, for 
the universal benefactor. 

Miunestoa, at the present time, is 
in the lead in the amount donated 
to the statue fund. This is primarily 
due to the supertative enthusiasm of 
the State Agent, Mrs. U W. Hodg- 
man, of St. Paul, who has already 
raised no less than $300 for the pro- 
ject. Local agents in the State have 
become imbued with something of 
her spirit and are making quite sub- 
stantial returns from comparatively 
small centers of population. 

Mrs. Ochs, of New Ulm, a town 
of not more than 4000 inhabitants, 
makes the remarkable ahowinj 
$51.65. Mr. C. H. H. Dodge, 
the village of Preston, does propor- 
tionally as well sending in $23.25. 
Mr. J. B. Bumgardner, in the far- 
away and sparsely settled Stat< 
New Mexico, makes the highly cre- 
ditable return of $34.40. Agents 
and collectors everywhere are acquit- 
ting themselves well, and, surely. 
there is glory enough for all in such 
a worthy undertaking. 

The manual alphabet cards issued 
by Mr, Schroeder are filling a long 
felt want and finding a ready sale. 
Beginning December 1st, Mr. Schroe- 
der will donate to the statue fund 
100 percent of profits from the 
sale of his cards. 

The memorial project and the 
State of Illinois are fortunate in be- 
ing able to enlist the services, of Mr. 
Frederick W. Schoneniann, connect- 
ed with the State School for the 
Deaf at Jacksonville, as State Agent 
for Illinois, in succession to the late 
Mr. J. E. Gallaher. 

Mr. Schonemann is a graduate of 
the Illinois School and of Gallaudet 
College, and, no doubt, will see to it 
that Illinois, which was one of the 
banner states for the Gallaudet 
statue fund, will at least hold 
place in connection with the De 
l,Epee memorial.

The fund for the relief of the deaf 
refugees of Belgium is growing 
rapidly. At this writing there is 
considerably more than two hundred 
dollars, and we are informed that a 
goodly amount has been collected by 
the Divisions of the National Fra- 
ternal Society of the Deaf, which, as 
soon as a complete round-up of tardy 
contributors has been made, will be 
forwarded to be added to the total 
now in the hands of the Editor of the 
Deaf-Mutes' Journal. The Frai 
will print a full list pf the contribu 
tions it has up to the time of going 
to press this week, and when it 
comes to us we will add it to the 
bulletins we fare publishing every 
week. 

We would like to publish all of 
the letters that accompany the con- 
tributions that are sent in, but so 
much space would be required that 
it is not possible at present. How- 
ever, it may be that later we can 
give the gist of most of the letters, 
in order that readers may be inspired 
by the spirit and example of the 
writers thereof. One peculiar phase 
which this fund has developed is the 
illogical arguments against it of 
those who hang back. They assert 
that M America first" is their motto. 
Which seems quite a plausible 
cuse. But there is no such 
havoc in America as exists in 
ope at the present time. 
There are no cases of death 
starvation or by exposure to the 
wintry elements. And if there were, 
on every hand is to be seen prosperity 
and homes of comfort to which the 
desolate can successfully apply for 
relief.

factor of the deaf of the world, the 
Abbe Michel de l'Epee.

Dr. Haia's Address. 
Two thousand years, ago in Palestine, 
Christ stood before the poor dumb man 
and said M Bphphatha," and the dumb man 
spoke. Christ asked no pay for his ser- 
vices. He expected none. His was a labor 
of love. Its reward was love. 

Over a hundred and fifty years a^o the 
Abbe de l'Epee perceived the sad plight of 
two poor little deaf girls of Paris. Finding 
more such children, he gathered them 
about him and taught them, opening their 
minds to truth and light. He spent his 
own income freely upon his wards. He 
had no thought of gain. His was a labor 
of love, and was paid in the way he wished 
it to be— by the undying love and gratitude 
of those he taught. 

One hundred years ago 111 Hartford a 
brilliant young man, well and carefully 
prepared for the church and on the thres- 
hold of a noble career as a minister of the 
Gospel, decided after a week of prayerful 
meditation, to put aside his former plans; 
and from that time forth he devoted his 
life to the uplifting of the deaf in the 
United States. He did not consider the 
motley he could earn, but the good that he 
could do. And so throughout the country, 
yes, throughout the whole world, people 
revere and honor the name of Thomas 
Hopkins Gallaudet. Love inspired Christ 
to help the dumb man who came to him 
over two thousand years ago. Love moved 
the Abbe de PEpee to give his fortune and 
life to the deaf children of Paris. And the 
same spirit of love for others moved young 
Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet to undertake 
the great problem of leading the deaf of 
America from the darkness of ignorance to 
the light of knowledge. So the spirit of 
Gallaudet, like the spirit of De PEpee, was 
the Christian spirit, looking for no reward, 
thinking not of self, laboring only for 
others. The splendid work of De PEpee 
led shortly to the establishment of public 
education of the deaf, first in Austria, then 
in Prance, and later in all parts of Europe. 
The energy and self-sacrifice of Gallaudet 
led to the establishment of public education 
of the deaf of the United States 

In Europe other men had taught the 
deaf long before De PEpee. In the United 
States another man had taught the deaf 
before Gallaudet ; but such work, both at 
home and abroad, had been almost entirely 
for the privileged rich and for the money 
return to the teacher. It did not have the 
spirit, the soul, the love of De PEpee, of 
Gallaudet, of Christ, to give it strength 
and success, and so it failed. Thomas 
Hopkins Gallaudet, in bis work for the 
deaf, met many discouragements, many 
criticism*, and many disappointments, but 
he always retained his courage and his 
love. lie was a man of great heat 
high ideals, of lasting faith, and of broad 
and clear vision. He saw beyond his own 
school at Hartford and its work. He saw 
beyond the work of many similar schools 
that sprang up in the United States, and 
dreamed of an institution of higher learn- 
ing for the deaf— an institution which 
should make the life and work of the deaf 
people of our country better and broader 
than it had ever been before. 

You know how that spirit lived on in 
Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet's son, Edward 
Miner Gallaudet, how the dream of the 
elder became real in the work of the young- 
er. You know how that spirit of broad- 
ness, of faith, of love, of high aims and 
high ideals lived on in him, and carried on 
to the newer generations of the deaf in 
America the blessingsof the father's work. 
What can we do to honor the memory 
of Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet ? For one 
thing, we can gather once a year as you do 
here, and in the language he loved so well, 
tell of his deeds of kindness and love. 
Secondly, we can and should work for the 
permanent establishment of Gallaudet 
Day in every school for the deaf in this 
great country. Thirdly, we can do some- 
thing that he himself would like still bet- 
we can keep alive and active in our 
hearts the spirit of Gallaudet. The spirit 
of broadness, of fairness, of love, should 
lead us and control us in all we say and do 
for the deaf in the country. We can insist 
as he Insisted, that the aim of the education 
of the deaf must be character; that sooner OC 
later all teachers, all methods that do not un- 
derstand this spirit and work to this end, 
must fail, and that only work done in his 
spirit, in the spirit of broadness, of love 
and of faith, can endure. 

Hut to von, friends, once gathered in the 
halls of Gallaudet College, I can name, I 
know, with your hearty agreement, still 
another way in which to honor Th 
Hopkins Gallaudet. The people of Al 
ca have contributed a large fund to repair 
the monument raised to him in Haitfoid. 
I am glad they have. It is well to h 
Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet in his own city 
and in the school which he founded. But 
I believe that, after all, the greatest monu- 
ment to Thoma fallaudtt is the 
work of his son, Edward Miner Gallaudet, 
in the establishment and maintenance, for 
fifty years, of Gallaudet College. I sin* 
cerely believe that you can honor his name 
in no way that could please him more than 
in working heart and soul, for the strength- 
ening and upbuilding of your Alma Mater. 
Pei haps 1 may my ■ word here as to why 
I feel that Gallaudet College has been 
is still, a worthy moumcut to Thomas ! 
kins Gallaudet. In the first place, as I 
pointed out to you a few moments ago, it 
is the realization of his dream. In the 
<i place, it was founded and built by 
his son. In the third place, it has 
conducted along the Hues of broad ne- 
fairness, always with the idea of building 
sterling Character . And lastly, because on 
Kendall Green, I believe, there has always 
lived the spirit of Gallau. 

In no other iustit< higher educa- 

tion can an ybody point out I faculty uiote 
able, more broad-minded, and more earnest 
in their work. They carried with them the 
Spirit that nuiu I ani- 

d Thomas Hopkins G*llat»det; that up- 
held his sou; the spirit of love for the 
the feeling that the success and 
ude of those they teach is in all 
eient reward for their lal>or. Changes in the 
membership of 0111 faculty have been few.

With ■ vi< > improvement. 

Changes in the uni have been only 

for more breadth cm for high ti sdvmncei 

along educational lines; and the spirit of 
Gallaudet is still with us. 

Yet if Gallaudet College Is to remain a 
fitting monument to the memory of 

Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet and to the life 
and labor of his sou, it needs your help. 

And in closing, I shall putbefoi* 
some suy, a can give 

definite help. 

In the fust plsV can send us 

st mien ts. And what we need most is 

quality, not quantity. The unwilling 



student is not a great asset. The student 
who comes for a good time only, may de- 
velop well, but often fails. The student 
who comes only to better his earning 
powers, does not give us much strength. 
We want the student whose eye is not fix- 
ed only upon the dollar or on fun, but up- 
on the ideal of service ; the boys and girls 
who want to know more in order that they 
may do more, and so live a larger life. 

But they will not come anyway ? No, 
many will not without your advice, your 
encouragement, and your help. Some 
will need information, some will need 
money, some will need only five minutes 
of your time to tell them why you are 
glad you went to Gallaudet. And, as 
the ranks of our graduates in the 
teaching profession grow thin, so the 
need for help from all of you will be- 
come greater. So must you carry to the 
deaf students in our schools the message 
of encouragement you have for them. 

In the second place, you can give most 
active help to your Alma Mater by keeping 
the great public informed about her. 

Since the foundation of the College, 
Washington has become the center of great 
educational and scientific organisations, 
The interest of the resident, of the visitor, 
of the student, of the writer, is greatly 
divided. So I say, send your triends to visit 
Kendall Green; ask educators if they know 
of the work of Gallaudet College; urge on 
superintendents of schools for the deaf, 
teachers, legislators, all interested in the 
general welfare of our people, to come and 
see the great work we are doing — the liv- 
ing monument to Gallaudet. And what if 
they do not especially help us in a material 
way, or send to na any new students? If, 
by this visit, they may grasp one tit- 
tittle of the spirit of Gallaudet, your work 
has been well worth while.

Concerning the cli- 
mate, the newspapers of the Slate, 
and especially of Los Amreles, are 
fond of drawing the long bow when 
it concerns the weather. The truth 
is that, from Decern tier to March, 
the nights are bitter cold, aud when 
it rains, as it often does, duting 
those months, the chill damp a* 
piercing. Along toward 8:30 A.M., 
if the weather is clear and the wind 
is not strong, the sun begins to 
warm up the land. By 10 A M. it 
is warm, and for the rest of the day, 
bailing unusual storms, it is real 
summery, but an ovetcoat is quite a 
comfort to many people. Along to- 
ward 8 P.M the chill of the night 
has asserted itself, so that furs and 
heavy outer garments are in order. 

As for busiuess, it is enough to 
say that the chief object of Los An- 
ireles is to cater to the wealthy.
